Every farm horse should lf possible 
be allowed to go without his shoe* at 
least two or three mouths every year. 
In facL it la hardly necessary to shoe 
a horse on the farm UU lews tie Is to go 
on tile hard road* or work on the hard 
»«dts where he Is required to do much 
heavy pulling. Without shoes a horse’s 
hoof will grow out. regain its natural 
shape, which is always more or less 
changed by continuous shoeing. 
Mauy city horses with hoof* bound 
aud cracked and otherwise injured 
have been taken to a farm. their shoes 
pulled off and turned out to pasture 
aud 
thoroughly 
cured 
within 
six 
months. 
In fact, the funner* around 
the large cities used to find iu this 
class of animal a cheap supply, mauy 
of which turned out to be firat cia** 
hors)'*, showing tbut all that wa* need­ 
ed was rest on Mother Earth without 
their shoes.

University of Cambridge the honorary 
degree of doctor ot laws

by much enthusiasm upon the part 
of the faculty and students, who gave 
their guest a splendid reception 
The conferment took place in the 
senate house. Ordinarily upon sin h oc­ 
casions the hall is bright with the 
scarlet robes of the doctors and the 
gala costum es of the women, but on 
this occasion only the recipient of the 
degree and the public orator. Vice 
Chancellor 
Mason, 
wore 
the 
pink 
lined scarlet robes, while the women 
of the audience 
were in 
mourning 
gowns. 


Students Shout “Teddy." 


As Colonel Roosevelt accepted hit 
diploma the students who crowded the 
galleries shouted 
Teddy, Teddy,” and 
the whole audience cheered. 
The old senate building was packed 
with a thousand persons, including the 
faculty and doctors or the university 
in their gowns and many women, who 
filled the body of the building, while 
the galleries were occupied 
by stu 
dents 
During the ceremony the students 
swung a Teddy Hear shove the center 
of the hall, where it dangled to the 
entertainm ent of everybody 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
joined in the pleasantry, 
and as he was leaving the building 
reached up and patted the toy beast 
with his band 
Several hundred persons who were 
unable to eater waited outside the sen­ 
ate house and 
cheered the former 
president upon his arrival and depar 
Hire 
The pro< ession was short, but 
picturesque. It started from Pembroke 
college, where Colonel Roosevelt had 
lunch, and moved slowly to the sen 
ate house. 
First 
marched two liveried mace 
bearers. 
Next carne Colonel Boose 
velt in his rotes and wearing a flat 
velvet cep upon his head Hsside him 
was Vice Chancellor Mason. Follow 
mg the two were several professors. 
while two more mace (rearers brought 
•ip the rear. 
The proceedings of conferm ent were 
in Latin The vice chancellor delivered 
a laudatory address highly praising 
Colonel Roosevelt as a statesm an, lit 
erateur, sportsm an and peacemaker. 
As he concluded he I aneled Colonel 
Roosevelt his diploma, while the an 
diem * gave th ree cheers. 


Audience Cheered Him. 


The audience was decidedly friend­ 
ly. cheering the former president upon 
his arrival and departure and at fro 
quern 
intervals 
during Dr. Mason’s 
speech 
When the vice chancellor re­ 
ferred to the university's guest as 
a 
friend of peace and a friend of the 
human race whose tame is attested by 
all E urope’’ th ere was a roar of ap 
proval from the listeners 
The vice chancellor said: 
“The universal gloom of the mourn 
log for King Edward is brokeu by a 
ray of sunshine on the anniversary oi 
tho birthday of Queen Mary, which is 
made doubly memorable by this recep 
tion to Colonel Roosevelt." 
The orator spoke of the form er pres 
ideut as “a most welcome guest aud a 
man of singular vigor and versatility, 
who for seven years presided over the 
great republic which Is united wiib 
Great 
Britain 
by 
many 
ties," 
aud 
dwelt 
upon 
the 
part 
that 
Colonel 
Roosevelt bas played In the govern 
ment of the United States aud upon 
his efforts for the promotion of tbs 
peace of the world. 
He spoke of his “alm ost royal pro­ 
gress through Europe.’’ and his liter­ 
ary distinction, aud concluded by in 
tro d u d n g Colonel Roosevelt as “the 
faithful friend of the British empire 
and of all good men throughout the 
world, who will continue in the future 
to do good service for his country.”

the 
exercises 
Colonel 
Roosevelt visited K in g s college and 
the 
famous chapel, after which lie 
went to Trinity college, where he had 
tea with Rev aud Mrs Butler. Later 
he visited 
the 
headquarters of the 
Cambridge Union society, of which 
he had been elec ted an honorary mem 
ber. 
There he met some 7oo under­ 
graduates.

When a chute 
of this kind is built heavy and strong 
enough to supt*ort tin* weight of a m a­ 
ture 11 eg or a large calf it becomes a 
clumsy tiling to move. 
It. J. Llnscott 
of Holton. Kau., has solved tins jin>|>- 
l**m of Inconvenience in a very lumpy 
way, according to tin* Kansas Farm er. 
The wheels aud axle used are parts of 
old machinery found on th** farm, tin* 
wheels being taken from an old m ow­ 
er. The iip|x*r end of the chute is j»To­ 
xified 
with two strong iron hooks, 
which are sharpened so as to engage 
Hie bottom of the wagon l«sl and pre­ 
vent slipping after tin* animal starts 
upward. 
With such an arrangem ent 
there is no difficulty iu building a 
chute of am ple strength, because the 
question of weight has relatively little 
iiU|*ortan* e. Tile chute can be honked
